The 
Motes are based on the requirements of the Patent Cooperation Treaty, the Regulatiom end the Ac^inistrative tnstructton» 
under that Tready. In case of discrepartcy between these Notes and those requirements, the latter are applicable. For mofe 
det^lad infcsrmation, see also the PCT Appfa*oanl% Guide, a publication of WIPO. 

In these Notes, 'Aitide*, 'Rule', and 'Section' refer to IheprovisienB of the PCT, the PCT RegulationB and the PCT 
AdministratMa tnstrudiona respectively. 



INSTRUCTIONS CONCERNING AMENDMENTS UNDER ARTICLE 19 



The applicant has , after having received the Intemaiional search report, one oppoitunfty to amend the claims of the 
international applicalion. It stiould however be emphasized that, since all parts of the international applieaiion (daims, 
description and drawings) may. be emended during the international preliminary examirmtton procedure, there is usuaDy 
rto need Co file amendmertts of the claims under Article 1 9 except where, e.g. the applicant wants the latter to be published 
lor the purposes of provisional protection or has another reason lor amending the claims before intemaliona] pbulicatibn. 
Furthermore, H should be erhphasazed that provisional protedion is avaSalile in some Gtateo only. 



What parts of the Intematlonal application may be amended? 

Under Article 19. only the claims may be amended. 

During the international phase, the daims may also be iamended (or further antended) under Arttde 34 tjefore 
the International Pretimirwry Examining Authorfty. The description and drawings may only be amertded under 
Artide 34 before the Intenrationd Exanmwng Authofity. 

Upon entry into the naftnnal phase, all parts of the intemationcil applie^n may be an rtertded under Article 28' 
or. wtwfw aoDlieafale Article 41 



When? Within 2 months from the date of transmittal of the international search report or 1 6 months from the priorily 

date, whicl)ever time limit expires later. It should be noted, however, that the amendments will be cormdered 
as having been received on time if they are recent by the International Bureau. after the expirafa'on of the - 
applicable time 6mS t>ut before the completion of the technical preparsbons for iritemational puUiealion 
(Rule 46.1). 



Where not to file the em e ndmenta ? 

The amendments may only be filed with the International Bureau and not with the receiving Oflioe or the 
Intemaftiond Searching Authority (Rule 46^. 

Where a demand for international preliminary examtnaiion haa beenila filed, see below. 



How? E9her by oaneel&ng one or more entire daims, by adding one or more new claims or by emendng the text of 

one or mote of the ddms as filed. 

A replacement sheet must be submitted for each sfieet of the dainrm which, on account of an amen^ent or 
amendments, diflem from ttie sheet originally filed. 

An the claims appearing on a replacement sheet must bo numbered in Arabic numerate. Where adaim is 
cancettod, no renumbering of the other claims is retired. In all cases where daims are renumbered, they must 
be renumbered consecutively (Administrative Instructions, Section 205(b)). 

The amendments must be made bi the Barrage In which thelntemaUonal appflcatlon Is to be putrflahed. 



What documents muet/may accompany ttie amendmenta?. 
letter (Section 205(b)): 

The amendments must be submitted with a letter. 

The letter will not be published with the international application and ttie amended daims. It should not be 
confused with the *Stdemerit under Article 19(1)* (see below, under "Statement under Article 19{1)"). 

The letter must be In English or Frenct), at ttie choice of the oppUcent. However, If the language of the 
bitematlonal applleatlon Is English, the letter must be In English; H the language of the IntemoUonal MpBcatlon 
Is French, the letter must be In Franch.

It should not t>e confused with and does r^ replace the letter indicating tho dHferenoes b et ween the claime 
as filed artd as amended. It must be filed on a separate sheet and must hB identified as sudi by a headbio. 
preferably by using the words "Statement under Article 19(1).* 

II may not contain any <fisparaging oommertts on the intemationd search report or the relevanoe of dtationi 
conldne d in that report Bslerence to citations, relevant to a given daim. contained in-tlw inleffiationd eeardi 
report may be made only in cofmection with an amer^ d med <rf thd claim. 



Cortsequence If a demarMi for International prdlmlrtary examination has already been filed 

lf» d ttie tirne of 6fing.afiy amerKlrnerits urider Artide 1 9, a demard Ibr internatioitd prdiininary exam 
has already been submitted, the applicant must preferataly, d the same tvne of filing the amendments with the 
Intemational Bureau, also file a copy of such amendments with the International Prefiminary Examining 
Authordy (see Rule 62^(a), first aeotenoe). 



Consequence with regard to translation of the Intemational application for entry Into ttie national phase
